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School Millage Renewal 
Defeat Means'Cutbacks’

The answer to this 
all-important question will be 
decided by voters In the 
Romulus Community School 
District in a special school 
election April 6. 

The school district's 
electorate will vote on two 
propositions. 

They are being asked by 
the school board to approve a 


nine mills renewal for a five 
year period for school 
operations. This millage 
expired with the 1969 school 
tax collections. 

A second proposition up 
for voter approval is a 
Bonding Proposition of 
$11,000,000 for urgently 
needed present and future 
building programs. 

Robert L. McConeghy, 
school superintendent, said: 

“Your school program 
must be operated within the 


school income. In case of 
insufficient income, the 
school program will have to 
be adopted to the available 
funds.” 

He stated that if the 
electorate fails to renew the 
nine mills on April 6, it is 
imperative that plans be 
prepared for school 
operations for the 1970-71 
school year. The nine mills on 
the current tax rolls, at 93 
percent collection, would 
mean $900,000 loss in 
operating funds.

has under consideration a 
number of deletions from the 
school program should the 
nine mill tax levy fail to pass. 
McConeghy disclosed. 

The areas under 
consideration for cutback in 
the public schools include 
some services to St. Aloysius 
School 

McConeghy stated that the 
bond issue would increase the 
debt retirement levy for the 
district, however, the amount 
of the increase will depend 
upon the amount of bonds 
sold. 

If the total $110,000,000 
bond issue is sold there would 
be an increase of between five 
and six mills for debt 
depending upon the state 
equalized valuation upon the 
district, he added. 


Other areas under study 
for cutback are the following: 

• Place certain grades on 
one-half (1/2) day sessions. 

• Eliminate following 
S pecial Services: all 
elementary art, all elementary 
general music, all elementary 
physical education and all 
elementary instrumental 
music. 

• Eliminate the following 
Special Education programs: 
Homebound, Social Worker, 
Attendance Officer, Trainable 
and Physically Handicapped.

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District Judge Airs Dangers Of Glue Sniffing 


(Editor's Note The following 
submitted by District Court Judge 
James B Stone of the 34th 
District Court (Romulus) is the 
third of a series of articles on the 
problems of narcotics which has 
been in the forefront of current 
news reports.) 

Before progressing into the 
most serious aspects of the 
problem of narcotics and 
drug abuse, I would like to 
pause here to mention a 
rather recent innovation in 
the “search for thrills” of our 
young society, glue sniffing. 


I want to bring this 
practice to your attention to 
help explain why many 
retailers of airplane glue and 
model cement have come to 
require a note from parents 
before they will sell this 
seemingly harmless product 
to our children. 

The practice of inhaling 
the fumes from airplane glue 
and other volatile 
hydrocarbons occurs almost 
entirely among young people 
from nine to 18 years of age 
seeking quick “thrills.” 


Considering only the 
undercurrent of excitement 
associated with the practice 
of glue-sniffing, they either 
choose to ignore or are 
uninformed about the many 
possible hazards-emotional 
and physical-that may result. 


This problem has caused 
great concern among parents, 
physicians, educators and 
others committed to the 
welfare of youth. 

The voluntary' inhalation 



of fumes from model airplane 
glue as well as from gasoline, 
paint thinner, and lighter 
fluid is known as 
“glue-sniffing.” 


Model airplane glue and 
related compounds contain 
solvents such as alcohol, 
chloroform and toluene 
which, through their rapid 
evaporation, are readily 
inhaled. 


Usually, the glue is 
squeezed onto a piece of 
cloth or into a bag from 
which the fumes are inhaled, 
although gasoline and paint 
thinner are often inhaled 
directly from tanks or cans. 
Regardless of the compound, 
inhalation is continued until 


the desired effects-ranging 
from mild intoxication to 
more acute disorientation-are 
achieved. 


The immediate symptoms 
of glue-sniffing are similar to 
those associated with 
alcoholic intoxication, 
including: the loss of 
muscular coordination; 
slurred speech; blurred vision; 
a ringing in the ears; mild 
hallucinations; nausea; and 
depression. These 
intoxication-like effects occur 
for about 30 to 45 minutes, 
depending upon the amount 
inhaled. 


A second stage, lasting an 
hour or more, usually, 
follows. It is characterized by 
drowsiness, stupor, or, in

some cases, unconsciousness. 
After recovery, the individual 
frequently can’t remember 
what happened during this 
secondary stage. 

Although physical 
dependence does not appear 
to result from glue-sniffing, 
psychological dependence on 
the induced sensations may 
develop a “tolerance” toward 
glue. At first, the user may 
only need a few “whiffs” 
to produce the desired 
sensations, but habitual users 
need to employ the contents 
of as many as five tubes of 
glue. 

A very serious 
consequence of glue-sniffing 
is the effect-often toxic-of 
the inhaled fumes on the 
brain, kidneys, liver, and 
bone marrow. Loss of weight 


and low blood pressure also 
have been reported. 

A very probable danger is 
the detrimental effects of the 
practice on emotional health. 
The users’ dependence on the 
sensational effects of 
glue-sniffing may lead to loss 
of motivation which 
manifests itself in rejection of 
responsibility, producing 
“drop-outs” from family, 
school, and community life. 

Supporting this idea are 
reports made by schoot 
authorities citing decline in 
the performance of known 
glue-sniffers in addition to an 
increase of law violations 
among this group. Use of 
other, more serious drugs 
might result as offenders seek 
means of obtaining more 
potent psychological effects 
as they grow older. 


Inhalation is most 
frequent among young people 
from 10 to 15 years old who 
either are tempted-out of 
curiosity-or dared to try it. 
Although glue-sniffing is 
much more common among 
boys, some groups of girls 
have engaged in it.

Special Veterans Benefits 
Is Aim of 3 Mahalak Bills

ROMULUS -The Whitman 
and Barnes plant, 40600 
Plymouth Rd, Plymouth, has 
notified local residents by 
letter last week that the 
kidney machine which was 
purchased for the late Eva 
Gentz of Walnut St., 
Romulus, will be kept at 
Wayne County General 
Hospital in Eloise, Mich, for 
emergency use. This machine 
will have a plaque on it 
saying that it is in memory of 
Eva. 

The hospical bed and other 
equipment which Eva used in 
her home with the kidney 
machine will be given to a 
needy young mother with 
whom Mrs. Gentz became 
acquainted while in the 
hospital. This woman also 
had a kidney machine 


donated to her and it is in her 
home. 

Surplus coupons on hand 
will be used to take care of 
the final hospital bills, as 
soon as they are received by 
Eva’s husband, the company 
said. 

Whitman and Barnes was 
the company where Mrs. 
Gentz was employed prior to 
her illness (kidney failure). 
Employees of the company, 
along with other folks in 
Romulus and surrounding 
communities, purchased the 
kidney machine for Mrs. 
Gentz through donations and 
the collection of Betty 
Crocker coupons. Friends 
from all over the United 
States finally joined in the 
campaign to help Eva. 

Eva Gentz passed away 


last Sunday morning and 
funeral services were held on 
Thursday (March 12). Death 
resulted from a bad case of 
hepatitis which she 
contracted following a blood 
transfusion and which, 
combined with her kidney 
disease, defied the doctors 
and medication. 
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ROMULUS-A package of 
bills introduced by State 
Representative Edward E. 
Mahalak (D) Romulus would 
provide for a series of special 
benefits to veterans. 


Mahalak is chairman of the 
<riise of Representatives 
Committee on Veterans’ and 
Military Affairs. Part of the 
bills were asked by the 
Commanders Group, which 
represents major veterans’ 
organizations in Michigan. 

The Mahalak bills would: 


♦Provide for special auto 
license plates for seriously 
disabled veterans and other 
seriously handicapped 
persons. 

The disabled veteran would 
have the letters “VET” 
imprinted on his registration 
plates, physically 
handicapped non-veterans the 
letters “PHY”. “This 
courtesy, which would not 
cost the state a great amount 
of money,” Mahalak said, “is 
one which we owe to 
seriously disabled veterans. In 
addition, it would be an aid 
to the handicapped person if 
he needed assistance in case 
of an emergency.” 


♦Allow the Michigan 
Veterans Trust Fund to 
compile a graves registration 
list of all veteran burials' in 
the State. “This would give 
those concerned with 
veterans affairs a valuable 
means of identification,” 
explained Mahalak, “which is 
particularly needed since the 
U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare has 
deleted veteran designation 
on death certificates.” 

♦Revise the composition of 
the Board of Managers of the 
Michigan Soldiers’ Home. The 
old law requires that one of 
the members of the board be 
a representative of the United 
Spanish War Veterans. 

The Mahalak bill would 
retain that seat on the 
seven-member board, but 
would require that two of the 
members be representatives 
of the American Legion, two 
representatives of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
one a representative of the 
Disabled American Veterans 
and one a representative of 
the American Veterans of 
World War II. 

The board members would 
be appointed by the 


Governor, based on 
recommendations submitted 
to him by the various 
veterans organizations. “This 
gives the major veterans’ 
organization a voice which 
they do not now have in the 
management of the Soldiers’ 
Home,” Mahalak points out. 

“I consider all bills major 
pieces of vet erans’ 
legislation,” he added. “Theyg 
are supported by veteran’s" 
organizations, who best 
understand the needs of 
veterans. I will work to see all 
of the bills enacted into law 
this year.”

Dec. 8, 1945, and came to 
Belleville Jan. 18, 1946. The 
first pastor of St. Anthony’s 
Church, the parish was then 
comprised of 97 families. 
When he left in 1953, the 
number had risen to 600. 

He was instrumental in 
establishing a mission, St. 
Aloysius Church, in Romulus, 
and also had part in its 
founding as a parish. 

In 1953, as the first 
parochial school in Belleville 
was being established, he 
received a promotion to the 
pastorate of St. Albertus 
Church, Detroit. His 
Eminence, the late Edward 
Cardinal Mooney, made the 
appointment and he served in 
that capacity for 15 years 
before retiring in 1968. 

Father Guzicki attended 
St. Josephat’s School, 
Detroit; St. Mary’s High 
School and College at 
Orchard Lake, and Sts. Cyril 
and Methodius Seminary 
there.

Ford Motor Company has 
announced plans for a major 
expansion of its Saline 
Plastics Plant to handle 
increased production of 
plastic parts for automobiles. 

Addition of 375,000 
square feet will increase the 
plant’s size by more than 40 
per cent to 1,265,000 square 
feet, John McDougall, general 
manager of the Ford General 
Parts Division, announced. 

It will be the third 
expansion of the plant since 
it began operating in the 
spring of 1966. The plant 
already has been described as 
the world's largest plastics 
molding facility under one 
roof. 

The building project will 
be completed by April, 1971. 
It will be in addition to an 

87,000 square-foot expansion 
now under way at the plant 
and scheduled for June 
completion. 

M These expansions will 
provide us with additional 
manufacturing, shipping and 
storage space to keep pace 
with the plant’s steadily 
increasing production 
capacity," McDougall said. 
“The plant’s plastics 
production is expected to 


increase from 45 million 
pounds for the 1970 year to 
75 million pounds for the 
1972 model year.” 

“Among the reasons for 
expanding production are the 
increasing uses being found 
for plastics in automobiles as 
well as the advent of large 
presses which can mold bigger 
parts. 

“The new manufacturing 
area will include several large 
injection molding presses 
ranging in size from 650 to 
2,500 tons as well as chrome 
plating facilities for plastic 
exterior parts requiring a 
bright metal finish.” 

Some of the reasons for 
growing popularity of plastics 
in automobiles include lighter 
weight, durability, and 
resistance to corrosion. 
According to Ford engineers, 
about 97 pounds of plastics 
are being used in the average 
Ford car in 1970 compared 
to 84 pounds in 1968. This is 
expected to increase to 117 
pounds by 1975. 

New developments in the 
painting of plastics, such as 
Ford’s new Electrocure 
process, also will increase 
plastics usage. 

The process, which makes 


use of electron beams to cure 
coatings on plastics, is being 
installed at the Saline plant 
and scheduled to go into 
production in June. 

The largest plastic part 
currently produced at the 
plant is a front fender apron 
or underliner for the 1970 
Lincoln Continental. The part 
weighs more than seven 
pounds and measures 43.5 by 
26 by 22 inches. T he apron 
for ' the right front fender 


includes a molded-in tray to 
hold the car battery. 

Other parts produced at 
Saline include instrument 
clusters, grilles, splash shields, 
fan shrouds, taillight and 
parking lamp lenses, 
speedometer assemblies, 
dome lights, control knobs, 
and hundreds of other 
assorted parts. Materials being 
molded include acrylic, 
polypropylene, polyethylene, 
nylon, ABS, polysulfone.

troubles. Teach me that occasionally 1 may be 
mistaken.

Don’t Let Misconceptions 
Mar Your Marriage 


Whether wedding bells will 
soon peal for you, or you’ve 
already celebrated a score of 
anniversaries, your attitude 
toward money matters will 
greatly affect your chances of 
future happiness. 

According to Dr. Carl F. 
Hawver, executive vice 
president of the National 
Consumer Finance 
Association “Many American 
families would be a lot better 
off, economically and 
emotionally, if they forgot 
some of their false notions 
about money. Unfortunately, 
these financial ‘old wives 
tales’ are heard so often that 
millions accept them as 
gospel truth.” 

How many of these 
popular fallacies do you 
believe? 

1 . It’s not necessary for a 
wife to know exactly how 

much her husband earns. In 

fact, “nothing places more 
strain on a marriage than lack 
of complete honesty about 
money-where it comes from 
and where it goes.” This is 
the consensus of experts like 
Dr. Hawver, Dr. James A. 
Peterson, a noted marriage 
counselor, and late Dr. Roy 
A. Burkhart, a minister who 
also won fame for marital 
counseling. In their manual. 
Money and Your Marriage, 
these authorities state that 
financial planning should be a 
group enterprise involving 
husband, wife, and all 
children old enough to take 
part in family decisions. 

2. A really good budget 
accounts for every penny? 

This widespread notion has 

caused countless budgeters to 
give up in disgust. Budgeting 
means deciding in advance 
how much of your income to 
spend on food, clothing and 
other expenses. It does not 
mean making an entry in a 
notebook every time you buy 
a pack of chewing gum! The 
simpler your method of 
handling money and keeping 
financial records, the longer 
you are likely to stick with 
your budget. Another point 
to remember is that a realistic 
budget does not outlaw 
splurges; it controls them. 
Give each family member an 
allowance he can spend as he 
likes-no questions asked. 

3. Going into debt is sure 


to make a marriage unhappy. 

Actually, wise use of credit 

can help prevent the 
unhappiness that comes from 
having to do without things 
that make life easier and 
more pleasant. Credit, for 
example, can help a young 
couple furnish a home 
without waiting years to save 
all the necessary cash. Credit 
can also enable a family to 
meet an emergency without 
depleting its savings. It’s the 
unthinking use of “easy 
credit” and unlicensed 
lenders that create unhappy 
situations-and these pitfalls 
can be avoided by seeking 
expert help. For example, 
state-licensed consumer 
finance companies not only 
make small loans, but give 
useful advice on how much 
credit you can afford and 

what kind of credit best suits 
your purposes. 

4. First you pay all 
expenses; what’s left over 

goes into the bank. This 

statement explains in a 
nutshell why many families 
cannot save. After they take 
their vacation, buy a new 

coatj give that party, then 

they’ll really be able to put 
money away-if nothing else 
comes up. A good money 
manager will avoid this trap. 
He (or she) builds savings 
right into the budget, 
deciding each year how much 
should be saved out of the 
weekly paycheck. This 
amount can vary from year to 
year, but once you make the 
decision, consider it a firm 
commitment. 

5. If you use installment 
credit, you can really travel 

first class and buv the best of 

everything. Any reputable 
credit source will tell you that 
credit does not help you beat 
your budget; the monthly 
credit payments become part 
of your budget. Says the 
National Consumer Finance 
Association, representing 
some 13,000 small loan 
companies; “Credit is not a 
way of buying what you 
cannot afford. ..it may give 
you a more convenient way 
of timing the payments you 
make. But it does not 
produce extra money for 
you out of thin air.” 

It’s not always easy co 
separate financial fact from 
fancy-but if you do. you 
may save worry as well as 
money. 


6 Most of your financial 
problems could be solved by 

a substantial raise. Unless you 

continued to live on your 
present scale, a big boost in 
income might only increase 
your headaches. Some bill 
collectors claim that a 
$10,000 income is a “danger 
sign”-many people think this 
salary puts them in the 
“executive” class and justifies 
more lavish spending. Officials 
of some colleges have 
recently noticed a rise in the 
number of scholarship 
applicants from families 
earning $15,000 or more. 
Despite-or maybe because 
of--their high incomes, these 
families found their living 
expenses too great to permit 
adequate savings.

Lacy "Basket 
Is Low Cost 

With a little help from 
Mom, youngsters can be kept 
busy fashioning a “Basket 
Egg Tree” that will make a 
lasting and lovely centerpiece 
or table decoration. 

Because it’s made from 
scraps and throw-aways, the 
cost of the project is very 
little. All it takes is eggshells, 
embroidery scraps, thread, 
transparent tape, glue, a 
branch, an empty fruit can, 
plaster and a basket or pot to 
set it in. 

Start by saving eggshells. 

It’s a good idea to break the 
eggs with a knife, near the 
smaller end. Use your finger 
to wash the inside of the 
eggshells with warm water, 
and let them dry thoroughly. 
Reinforce any shells with 
jagged or cracked edges on 
the inside with tape. 

Before you decorate them, 
attach a hanger thread to the 
inside of each egg. Use 
transparent tape, preferably 
the nonshiny type (Scotch 
Magic Transparent) so that 
decorations can be easily 
glued on top of it. About 
nine inches of metallic thread 
makes a pretty hanger. 

If your sewing box does 
not yield enough scraps of 
metallic braids, velvet 
ribbons, yarns and pieces of 
lace, you can buy remnants 
for pennies at the embroidery 
counter of any department 
store. These, together with

glue, tape and imagination, 
will help your children turn 
the eggshells into beautiful 
little basket creations. 

While the youngsters are 
busy decorating the shells, 
Mom can prepare the “tree.” 
A branch from any tree or 
bush will do, but dry ones are 
best. Spray or brush on a flat 
white or pastel enamel. Mix 
about two pounds of 
patching plaster in a clean 
No. 2 x h can, and brace the 
tree in it until it hardens. 
Then the can can be set in 
any handy pot or basket, and 
garnished with paper hay, foil 
or clear wrap. 

A final touch to the 
Basket Egg Tree is a nest 
made from a copper 
scrubbing pad, into which 
you place a tiny paper bird. 
To preserve your creation for 
next year, save an egg carton 
in which to pack the shells 
away. 

The entire cost of the 
project is from $2 to $3, 
depending on what supplies 
you have on hand. Patching 
plaster is about 45 cents, 
non-shiny tape about 49 
cents; white glue, about 29 
cents, and a can of spray 
enamel, about 98 cents. If 
you choose to buy 
em broidery remnants, you 
can probably get all you need 
for less than a dollar.

Meteorologist Addresses 
Edgemont’s Third Graders 


BELLEVILLE - Edward 
Ryznar, a meteorologist at the 
University of Michigan, 
explained meteorology to 
members of the 
third grade class at Edgemont 
Elementary School. His 
appearance was part of the 
claiss unit on Observing March 
Weather. 

During his visit, Ryznar 
discussed how meteorologists 
all over the country' collect 
weather data and use this 
data to predict weather. 

He brought with him a 
weather map to show the 
class how weather is different 
in particular parts of the 
United States. Along with 
two red weather balloons, he 


brought a radiosonde and an 
anemometer. These 
meteorological instruments 
are used in gathering weather 
information. 

In classroom preparation 
for the unit, the children 
spent time observing and 
recording data about the 
weather. 

The class learned that 
there are many things they 
could know about the 
weather by merely being 
observant. 

Ryznar explained how the 
use of instruments refines 
weather observation. He also 
answered many questions

Paul Ryznar, Ryznar ’s son 
and member of Mrs. Marian 
Batzer's class, helped school 
principal Sam LoPresto send 
up two red weather balloons 
as students from all the 
classes watched. 

The balloons were filled 
with helium and will burst 
when they reach 100,000 
feet.

BELLEVILLE-A 
scheduled meeting on 
requests for pay raises made 
by city employees has been 
delayed until full membership 
of city council can be 
available to attend. Mayor 
Royce E. Smith announced 
Monday. 

The meeting was to be 
held at city hall March 23. 

The absence of 
Councilman Ellis Amerman 
who is in St. Joseph Mercy 
Hospital, Ann Arbor, for 
treatment of back injury 
prompted the postponement. 

City employees are seeking 
across-the-board pay hikes 
amounting to $1,000 a year. 

At last council hearing, 
March 16, five of the seven 
employees appeared before 
the City Council. They cited 
poor salaried positions in 
comparison with adjacent 
communities. 

Sergeant Clayton (Mickey) 
McLaughlin, spokesman for 
the city employees, told the 
council that the top police 
officer’s pay in Belleville is 
$7,400 a year. This compares 


with $9,570 for a beginning 
patrolman in Wayne, $9,000 
a year for a beginning Wayne 
County Sheriff’s deputy, and 
$8,007 in Ypsilanti for 
starting policemen. 

He added that Belleville 
policemen also want a 
uniform allowance of $300 a 
year instead of the present 
$100 and increased coverage 
under Blue Cross. 

After pointing out the 
difficulties confronting 
Belleville police officers, such 
lack of a back-up personnel in 
case of emergencies and the 
lack of additional patrol cars, 
that police officers in other 
communities do not have, the 
council felt that the demands 
were justified and scheduled 
the March 23 meeting. 

Meanwhile Sgt. 
McLaughlin was instructed 
to draw up a list of his 
demands and comparisons by 
City Attorney B. Ward Smith 
for use at the next meeting.

Robert Moorman, a former 
drug dependent for six years 
and a former associate of Dr. 
Timothy Leary, will describe 
his experiences with drugs at 
a Hillsdale College Leadership 
Workshop assembly at 8:00 
p.m., March 23, in Phillips 
Auditorium on the Hillsdale 
campus. 

Moorman’s appearance will 
culminate a number of drug 
discussions earlier in the day, 
accordine to Andrew Nfckle, 
Leadership Workshop 
chairman. Hillsdale College 
students will be given seating 
priority at the 8:00 p.m 
event. 

Moorman began using 
drugs in 1961 as a new 
student at Harvard 
University. Soon leaving 
Harvard, he experimented 
with a number of drugs for 
varying lengths of time during 
the next six years. 

His drug years included 
extensive use of marijuana, 
eight months’ addiction to 
morphine and heroine, four 
years* usage of LSD, 
mescaline and amphetamines, 
and limited use of solvents, 
glues, ro malar, barbituarates 
and assorted pills. 

Moorman’s drug career was 
ended in 1966 when his arrest 
in Tampa, Florida for grand 
larceny and narcotic 
possession resulted in a 
14-month sentence and 
41 withdrawal” in Florida State 
Prison. 

Since his 44 most painful 
and agonizing” rehabilitation 
from drugs two years ago, 
Moorman has been on a 
speaking tour at prep schools, 
high schools, colleges and 
universities across the 
country.

Joined by the entire 
Senate membership, Senator

The non-smoking Senator 
said, “I have introduced this

‘The proposed $43 per 
day rate for semi-private 
accommodations is far below 
charges of comparable 
metropolitan hospitals,” 
emphasized Klicka.

If the John Fernald 
Company isn’t careful, it’s 
going to fulfill the promise 
expected of it for four 
seasons and not always 
approached. On the heels of 
their “Hedda Gabler,” the 
Meadow Brook Theatre is 
currently offering a 
sensational production of 
Tennessee Williams’ "Summer 
and Smoke.” 


“Summer and Smoke” is 
not exactly Williams’ best, 
but director Terence Kilbern 
o f fers a mature and 
intelligent reading which 
emphasizes the lyric strain 
which reflects Williams at his 
best. 

Barbara Caruso establishes 
her credentials emphatically 
as the slightly repressed 
daughter of a forbidding and 
unyielding minister who seeks 


her salvation in an affair with 
a wastrel young doctor, only 
to end up in an inevitable 
decline. 

The cast is uniformly 
capable, including Toby 
Tompkins as the young doctor 
who matures under his 
neighbor's influence as she 
ironically degenerates, 
Marshall Borden as the stern 
minister who has driven his 
wife into an early senility and 


his daughter into an ultimate 
repudiation of her upbringing 
and K.C. Wilson as (he doctor 
unable to cope with his 
profligate son. 

Audiences may find it 
especially interesting to 
compare Williams’ earlier and 
later work. ‘‘Summer and 
Smoke” is before the days 
where every second character 
is either a prostitute, a 
pervert or a cannibal. 


Williams injects an 
occasional theatrical cliche 
and sometimes borders on 
me lodrama--certainly 
“Summer and Smoke” is not 
in the class of, say, “Streetcar 
Named Desire”--but the 
Meadow Brook production is 
certainly a rewarding evening. 

One of the most valid 
marks of a play’s credentials 
is how well it wars and by 
these standards “You’re a 


Good Man Charlie Brown” 
has very fine credentials 
indeed. Seen for the fourth 
time (after earlier looks in 
New York, San Francisco and 
at the Fisher) the Peanuts 
company, at the Vest Pocket, 
was as fresh and joyful as 
ever. 

Most attempts to bring 
comic strips to the stage are 
indifferent at best; the media 
are so different.

With the postal strike 
entering its second week, 
several governmental 
representat Ives and 
employees have taken a 
verbal stand on the issue. 

Pickets have continued to 
walk the lines around local 
post offices, since a ban on 
picketing ordered in Detroit, 
does not affect local post 
offices. Letter carrier sources 


indicated, however, that a 
no-picketing ruling was 
expected. 

William D . Ford, 
Congressman from Michigan’s

office and civil service, led 
the Detroit area congressional 
delegation Friday in sending a 
communication to President 
Nixon calling for Immediate 
action to halt the postal 
shutdown.

The strike, which has

Included in the audience 
were State Senators William 
Faust and Loraine Beebe, 
State Reps. Vincent 
Petitpren, James Tierney and 
Richard Young. 

Also on hand were many 
citizens who came to talk 
with their repsentatives at 
every level of government. 

After being introduced by 
U.S. Congressman William 
Ford, Hart read from his 
prepared text: 

“In 1879 we thought 
nothing could happen to 
Lake Erie,'* Hart explained, 
turning to the problem of 
priorities concerning 
pollution. 

He continued: 

“At the tum of the 1900’s 
we began to think seriously 
about Lake Erie and by 1950, 
Erie was in trouble. 

“Another false assumption 
we held was that if any threat 
arose to our freedom, it must 
arise in a foreign capitol. 

Russia didn't steal our 
liberties - but somebody has. 
Thirty-five per cent of our 
people are afraid to walk on 
the street at night,*' Hart 
pointed out. 

If we have less and less 
clean water, if a child’s mind 
is diminished by lack of 
adequate diet-then freedom 
is lost. 


“The last 30 years have 
seen us stress national 
defense, economy and 
conquest of space. If we have 
overspent on defense, it is not 
the fault of the generals or 
the pentagon-it is our fault as 
legislators,’’ the diminutive 
Senator said candidly. 

He contended that the 20 
billion being spent in 
Vietnam could be put to 
better use. Then he suggested 
where the money could 
better be spent. 

"If the war ends, the 
money could go for 
education, job training, parks 
and pollution control. Our 
liberty is secured, restored 
and enhanced to the degree 
we build the quality of 
life.'* 

Hart implored his listeners 
to recapture a sense of 
relationship to all elements of 
nature and to all creation. He 
stressed that the protection 
of every creature is essential 
if America is to restore the 
quality of life. 

Hart concluded: 

“Increasing everything is 
not always progress. Let’s 
take inventory of ourselves 
and set new priorities. I hope 
in 100 years they’ll say that 
we in 1970 turned to quality 
of progress instead of just 
quantity of progress!” 

The more than 300 
persons attending the dinner 
gave the Senator a standing 
ovation.

John F. Lowry, secretary 
of Wayne Branch 2992, 
National Association of 
Letter Carriers, responded to 
public criticism Saturday in 
the following statement, on 
behalf of all carriers: 

“On behalf of the officers 
of Branch 2992 and it's 
members, I would like to 
apologize fortheinconvenience 
that the postal strike may 
cause you. 

“I work for the richest 
employer of the richest 
nation in the world: and yet, 
a city the size of Wayne pays 
its Sanitation Engineers 
(garbage collectors, if I may), 
a higher salary than the Post 
Office pays me. 

“In May of 1964, 1 started 
to work for the Post Office 
Department and after 21 
years of service I will reach 
the top pay of $8,442.00. 
The year will be 1985. 

“After paying of my 
salary for retirement and all 
the other deductions that 
come out of my check, I take 
home $102.11 per week, 
check dated o2/o6/1970. 

“This strike is the only 
way the letter carrier can let 
the people know how bad the 
situation is. 

"We, the officers of 
Branch 2992, have tried to 
keep the members from 
striking but after a year of 
waiting for Congress to do 
something, and then be told a 
pay raise was Inflationary; we 
could not stop the strike. 

“We hope you will support 
the letter carriers. Let your 
Congressman know it is time 
we received a livable wage.'' 


Marvin L. Esch (R-2nd 
district) in a formal statement 
Monday outlined two major 
problems of the postal strike, 
Esch said: 


"There are two major 
wrongs which have brought 
us to this sorry irnpass: (1) 
This Congress has been 
derelict in failing to enact 
meaningful postal reform and 
In granting adequate pay for 
the many thousands of loyal 
and skilled postal workers; 
(2) the workers unfortunately 
are committing ar jnlawful act 
in striking.*' 


Esch said congress has 
failed to provide a modem 
postal system with an 
effective grievance and 
arbitration procedure. He also 
commented that at the same 
time the nation is paying 
postal employees a ridiculously 
low wage. 


“As much as I champion 
the underlying cause of the 
postal workers, I cannot 
approve the methods they are 
using to achieve, worthwhile 
goals,” Esch said. “We cannot 
condone the breaking of the 
law.'* 


"In a pattern that has 
become too common with 
this Congress, vital legislation 
has yet to reach the floor of 
either house,*' he said. 

“We desperately need the 
modern management 
up-dated facilities and work 
procedures which the 
president’s proposed 
legislation would provide if 
the post office is ever to 
operate effectively,*' Esch 
said. 

"Under the president’s 
leadership, extensive behind 
the scenes negotiations were 
carried on by Secretary 
George Schultz with postal 
leaders," Esch said. 
“Hopefully, in a very short 
time we will see the beginning 
of the end to this difficult 
and unhappy crisis, a crisis 
brought on by the failure of 
Congress to act responsively.

Tie In Westwood 



The public hearing on charges against Dr, 
Robert Anderson made by the Westwood Board of 
Education has turned out to be a disaster with a 
capital D. 

The only conclusion I think everyone would 
agree on after six sessions of the hearing is that it 
should never happen again. I hope other area 
school districts and superintendents will learn a 
lesson from this fiasco. 


Dr. Anderson’s contract with the board called 
for a hearing. Perhaps a hearing before a 
professional arbitrator or some other third party 
would have been the answer. Believe me, there's 
got to be something better than this. 

The one thing that everybody seems to have 
lost sight of is the fact that this hearing is not a 
trial. The hearing will never show whether Dr. 
Anderson is innocent or guilty. It will only show 
whether the board acted capriciously or arbitrarily 
in seeking to dismiss him. 


For Dr. Anderson’s sake that is the real shame 
of this hearing. Other boards of education who are 
seeking superintendents will not be interested in 
the outcome of this hearing. 

What they will be looking for in a 
superintendent is a man who, among other things, 
can get along with a board of education and school 
administrators, which, if testimony thus far is to 
be believed, Dr. Anderson could not. 

Of course it was Dr. Anderson who requested a 
public hearing. But I am not certain that the 
carnival atmosphere at the hearings is benefiting 
anyone’s case. 

Unfortunately Dr. Anderson’s attorney, H. 
Rollin Allen, plays to the crowd. He is a deft 
cross-examiner, but I really wonder if the Perry 
Mason tactics are necessary. 

To his credit, his questioning several times 
uncovered a lack of knowledge of important 
specifics, such as dates, times and names, by the 


board’s witnesses. This will certainly weaken their 
case. t 

But many times it appeared as though he was 
merely playing word games in an effort to make 
the board’s witnesses look stupid. 

Some members of the audience react to Allen's 
statements with applause and laughter, but 
sometimes I fail to get the humor.

Western Wayne County residents got a peculiar spinal 
sensation watching letter carriers march around local post 
offices carrying picket signs. 

There was tingle of excitement because history was being 
made, right in the old hometown, and a muted sense of 
outrage as it began to dawn on most residents that, in fact, 
there wouldn’t be any mail for awhile. 

Senator Philip Hart described President Nixon’s decision to 
call up the national guard as an act smacking of a “banana 
republic.” There was partisanship in those words, but the fact 
remained that a post office Strike was the kind of thing that 
isn’t supposed to happen here. 

And, to everybody’s surprise, there is just about nothing 
more common to all of us than the post office. Almost no 
other event could have created such a sense of national 
oneness, since scarcely anyone was spared. 

What other national news story could allow you to hear 
bulletins about it every few minutes on the broadcast media 
and then walk down the street and see it happening. That’s 
probably what had President Nixon so worried. 



One of the reasons why the postal office strike should be less 
a surprise today, is the fact that postal worker* are, in fact, 
underpaid. Inflation in recent months has widened the gap 
between letter carriers and workers in industry, and made the 
letter carriers’ ire grow he fted. 


In the meantime, the carriers are employed by the U.S. 
government, an organization that has grown mighty by 
delaying nearly every needed reform until the last moment. 


Congress, which must approve any postal pay hike, is 
notorious for being like the proverbial donkey- you have to 
hit him over the head to get his attention. 

Of course, the people who suffer most by a mail strike are 
the citizens themselves. The letter carriers hope to make the 
people feel the pinch, and let the people pinch the Congress. 
Unfortunately, the public is more likely to pinch the letter 
carriers right back. 


There is always a danger that the postal strike is a Pandora’s 
box, which, once opened, will lead to more and more serious 
strikes like those experienced in France in 1968. Those strikes, 
we recall, actually brought down the Gaullist government.

We figured that the 
inner-city problem stemmed from a lack of 
activity and overwhelming poverty. If such is the 
case, why did drugs become so popular in the 
supposedly affluent suburbs. 

Kids in junior high schools blow grass, and like 
it. High school kids shoot heroin for kicks, pushers 
have contacts in almost every area school. The 
drug market has moved into our society and we 
are now faced with the job of cleaning it up. If we 


don’t our way of life may be changed and the ever 
popular middle class suburban family may cease to 
exist. 

Who can we blame? 

The blame rests only on ourselves. We were too 
late with the drug education programs. We were 
too late in beginning to clean up the schools. We 
were too late in our concern over pushers in the 
high schools.
